ANNUAL WATERCOLOR EXHIBITION 


The Twelfth Watercolor Annual of the S.F.A.A. 
was conceded to be one of the best in many 
years. Certainly, it was the largest, for it 
brought in six hundred ninety-four entries . . . 
the greatest number ever received. A five-man 
elected jury screened these down to one hun¬ 
dred twenty-seven examples of the best region¬ 
al work in watercolor, pastel and tempera on 
paper. John Haley, Worth Ryder and David 
Park served on the jury of awards. 

Announcement of the prize winners was made 
by Mr. Henry F. Swift, President of the Art Asso¬ 
ciation, at the preview held in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Art on October 19. 

Winner of the $200 S.F.A.A. Purchase Prize was 
Jan Stussy’s watercolor, / Try, And Try. The 
$150 prize open only to artist members of the 
Association went to Keith Monaghan for his 


gouache, Low Tide. M. J. Taylor’s gouache, 
Children's Carnival, won a $150 prize. John 
Hultberg’s untitled gouache and Frederick 
Heidel’s Beast Secluded in a Garden (gouache), 
each won $100. Mine Okubo's Fish No. 2, a 
pastel, won $100, and Emerson Woelffer’s 
Things To Come (casein) won $50. Receiving 
honorable mention were Louise Baciocco's Lily 
(pastel), Daniel W. Bock’s Abstraction VIII 
(watercolor), and W. N. Cooper’s The Battle 
(tempera). 

The San Francisco Art Association is truly grate¬

MARION OSBORN CUNNINGHAM PRIZE FUND 



The Board of Directors of the San Francisco Art Association has 
received a check for $750 from Mr. and Mrs. Walter Osborn and 
members of Mrs. Cunningham’s immediate family to establish the 
Marion Osborn Cunningham Prize Fund. From this fund a memo¬ 
rial prize of $75 will be awarded each year in the Association’s 
Annual Exhibition of Drawings and Prints. The prize is to be given 
for a serigraph which must be one of an edition of not less than ten.

MARION OSBORN CUNNINGHAM 


“When Marion Cunningham died at the age of 37 last Spring, there 
ended a brief but brilliant career devoted, during the past five 
years, to serigraphy. During that period she produced 40 prints in 
the silk screen medium, and now the National Serigraph Society is holding an exhibition of them 
as a memorial show. 


“The first impression one gets from the group is the fact that they are remarkably consistent in 
quality and in style—in a medium which is not noted for this. Mrs. Cunningham seems to have 
taken a painter’s approach to print-making . . .’’

Artist member Jacques Schnier’s new book 
“Sculptures In Modern America” was released 
by the University of California Press on Novem¬ 
ber 6. This book deals exclusively with contem¬ 
porary American sculpture of the last 15 years. 


GUMP’S CERAMICS PRIZE 

Gump's of San Francisco has donated a $500 
prize to be presented at the Thirteenth Na¬ 
tional Ceramics Exhibition to be held at the 
Syracuse Museum of Fine Arts, Syracuse, New 
York, from November 7 to December 12. 

The prize money will be divided or used at the 
discretion of the judges as an award for the 
best designed piece of pottery suitable for 
mass production. 

Thirty-six Bay Area ceramists have entered 
their work in the exhibition. 

FORMER STUDENTS, NEAR AND FAR 

Word comes from HQ Eighth Army, Yokohama, 
Japan, that Ann B. Tilson will serve there with 
Eighth Army Special Services planning recrea¬ 
tional programs for army personnel in the First 
Corps Area. Miss Tilson attended the Art Insti¬ 
tute of Dallas and later C.S.F.A. She served in 


the WAC’s during the war and was assigned to 
London, Paris, Belgium and Germany where 
she did on-the-spot sketches for the history of 
the engineers. Later she was given a similar 
assignment doing sketches for the WAC’s 
history. 

Caroline Martin's one-man show of landscape 
and still-life impressions currently being exhib¬ 
ited at the American British Art Center in New 
York is being well received by New York art 
critics. Mrs. Martin first studied painting in 
Florence, Italy. Later she studied at C.S.F.A. 
with Maurice Sterne, Victor Arnautoff and Jane 
Berlandina. She has had many one-man shows, 
beginning in New York at the Delphic Gallery 
in 1936, and has exhibited in a number of San 
Francisco group shows. 

Ruth Armer, former C.S.F.A. student and faculty 
member, has just received word that her ab¬ 
stractions in oil will be shown at the Mortimer 
Levitt Gallery in New York City this winter. 

An exhibition of fifteen 
sculptures and fifteen 
framed hydrocals by 
Adaline Kent , artist mem¬ 
ber of S.F.A.A., was 
shown at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Art Oc¬ 
tober 25 through Novem¬ 
ber 14. Miss Kent is a 
Board Member of the As- 
sociation and widely 
known as an artist. She is 
a graduate of Vassar; later studied sculpture at 
C.S.F.A. with Ralph Stackpole; and then she 
took special work with Bourdelle in Paris. Her 
work has won many art prizes and has been 
exhibited in Paris and in national shows in 
Chicago, San Francisco and New York.

DORR BOTHWELL’S 
EUROPEAN IMPRESSIONS 



Four months spent this 
spring and summer in Eu¬ 
rope gave Dorr Bothwell 
an opportunity to learn 
what is being done there 
in the field of decorative 
arts. 


DORR BOTHWELL 


“The decorative arts in 
Italy were the smartest 
things I saw in Europe ... 
wonderful textiles, table 
cloths, lamps, china ... all very simple, mod¬ 
ern and usable. There is a renaissance in all 
the arts in Italy. 


“While much is being done in Rome in the 
decorative arts, Milan is fast becoming the 
center for young painters. In Rome one is con¬ 
scious of terrific contrasts in everyday life due 
to economic conditions. In France, these con¬ 
trasts are not so apparent. There seems to be 
greater unity. Paris reminded me of an enor¬ 
mous college campus . . . students every¬ 
where.” 


The quality of modern advertising art in Swit¬ 
zerland was impressive in quality and beau¬ 
tiful in technique, according to Miss Bothwell. 
Even the book jackets in the bookstalls at rail¬ 
road stations were outstanding examples of 
good modern art, and the type of books sold 
in such places was in sharp contrast to books 
sold in similar locations in America. There 
seemed to be no comic books or pulp detective 
stories, but rather a selection of best-sellers 
and non-fiction such as we find in our better 
book stores. 


In all fields of art, Miss Bothwell feels that 
Western Europe is surging forward to vital, 
new expressions. 


Arts and Architecture, November, 1948. Watch 
for an article about C.S.F.A. titled, “The Con¬ 
temporary Art School,” by Douglas MacAgy. 
New York Times, October 24. Aline B. Louch- 
eim, The Times' art critic, divided her column 
equally between museums and artists in San 
Francisco. She also described C.S.F.A. as a 
center of creative activity and interest. Eleven 
of the thirteen artists that she discussed are 
members of the Art Association: Matthew Bar- 
new, Elmer Bischoff, William Gaw, Charles 
Howard, Robert Howard, Adaline Kent, Dong 
Kingman, Erie Loran, David Park, George 
Post, and Hassel Smith. 

Harper's Bazaar , May, 1948, had a feature 
article, “Vacation On Parnassus,” which gave 
details of twenty-five summer courses “in al 
fresco settings throughout the United States.” 
Under the Art section, the California School of 
Fine Arts was one of four art schools men¬ 
tioned and was described as “one of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s intellectual centers.” Its summer courses 
were outlined. 

Hollywood Quarterly , Spring 1948 (published 
by the University of California) devotes a half¬ 
page to a still life from “The Cage,” the motion 
picture production of Sidney Peterson's Work¬ 
shop Twenty, C.S.F.A. 

Art News for September in its column, “The 
Print Corner” mentions Juliette Steele’s show¬ 
ing of prints currently at the Weyhe Gallery 
in New York. Miss Steele is a C.S.F.A. student. 
(Her work is also being shown at Montclaire, 
N. J. and at the Etchers’ Society in New York 
City.) 

Art News , September, 1948. A feature article 
by Bartlett H. Hayes, Jr., covers the recent ex¬ 
hibition at Andover of the work of art students 
from twenty-five art schools in the United 
States. Frank Lobdell’s untitled abstraction in 
oil is one of the nine pictures reproduced.
